Harrisburg, Pa. — Examinations of 


applicants i'or State licensure as ar- 
chitects will be held twice a year in 
two or more cities of the State under 
the rules adopted by the nevr Pennsyl- 
vania Board of Examiners of Archi- 
tects 
The board will meet in Har- 


risburg the last Tuesday in January, 
April, July and October, the latter ber 
ing the annual meeting of the board 


The officers of the board will be in 


Harrisburg where Miller I. Kast, the 
secretary of the board, will receive 
the applications 
Under the rules 


adopted for registration, applicants 
must submit three references and give 
school and college records. State li- 
censure will entitle the architect to 
use the initials R. A. after his name 
and all persons not engaged in archi- 
tectural practice prior to July 12, 1918, 
in Pennsylvania will be subject to ex- 
amination, although any architect who 
has practiced outside of the State for 
ten years may register after passing- i 
practical examination. 


A complete system of licensure has 


been worked out under the terms of 
the law passed by the last session of 
the Legislature.

the Missouri. To many persona the 
falls and canyon of this river are the 
greatest wonders of the park. Soon 
after leaving the lake the stream 
yarrows and quickens, and the water 
leaps 109 feet directly downward. A 
ebort distance farther It tumbles 308 
feet, or almost twice the height of 
Niagara. The river then runs between 
steep walls, which rise 1,000 feet above 
ft. This canyon 1« somewhat winding, 
with numerous bold cliffs jutting far 
toot Into the abyss; and from these 
qflfta grand views may be obtained. 
Bar below one sees the silvery stream, 
^oo distant to be heard as It dashes 
along. Across the chasm, a half mile 
away, dark green pines fringe the 
ttanfe, and between the water and these 
wootiB are gorgeously colored rock 
walls, having all the tints of the rain- 
bow.

Alfalfa as Flavoring Extract. 


Alfalfa is a mighty useful plant. 


Domestic animals, from the chicken 
to the cow, find It gastronomically 
avallabl°. But the notion of deriving 
from a fluid extract for the flavoring 
of beverages and foods is altogether 
novel. For this purpose the alfalfa fs 
cut and harvested when about fourteen 
days old and eight to twelve Inches 
high. In this early stage of growth It 
Is relatively free from woody fiber. 
It Is washed In warm water and dried 
by artificial heat, thus retaining Its 
natural flavor and light green color. 
It Is then ground into tiny pieces and 
boiled in vacuum pans, after which It 
Is filtered, to get rid of the solids. The 
fluid thereby separated Is mixed with 
pure sugar sirup and bottled. In this 
shape It Is available as a flavoring for 
soda-fountain beverages, and even for 
some foods, as well as for chewing- 
gam and candles.
